constitutes conspiracy in restraint of 
trade. 
A general trade relations measure 
seeking to eliminate "cut-throat" com- 
iietitive business and which would 
provide punishment for individuals in- 
stead o£ business and make it possi- 
ble for firms or individuals injured by 
unlawful business restraint, to avail 
themselves of findings against com- 
binations and institute suits in equity 
for relief. 
Congress ought to adjourn by June 
1 in the opinion of Representative Un- 
derwood, democratic house leader, 
who discussed the legislative program 
of the session today with President 
Wilson.

New York, Jan. 21.—Resolutions 
seeking from the legislatures of all 
turers and wholesale and retail drug- 
turers arid wholesale and retail; drug- 
gists to adopt a special form of recep- 
ticle for bi-chloride of mercury, today 
were presented at the sessions of the 
New York Pharmacentical Association 
which is holding its annual convention 
in Madison Square Garden. 
In connection with tte resolutions 
presented, the attention of delegates 
and visitors was called to the exhibit 
of patent bottles, boxes and capsules 
designed to hold bi-chloride of mer- 
cury and other poisonous drugs and 
medicines. Standard skapes of recept- 
cles, boxes and capsules for the vari- 
ous poisons and drags, it was argued, 
would do away almost entirely with 
accidental deaths : by these poisons. 
There was every indication today that 
lie resolutions would be adopted and 
.he officials of the Association ordered 
,o send them to the legislatures of all 
lie states in'the union.

REAR ADMIRAL WATT 


EXPRESSES OPINION 


Declares Air Harbors In United States 


Should Have a Thirty-Five 


Foot Draught. 


Washington, Jan. 21.—"Ships we are 
going to build in the future will have 
even deeper draughts than 30 feet 
and the depth of prominent harbors 
in the United States should be at leasl 
thirty-five feet," said Rear Admira 
Watt, .chief of the naval bureau . of 
construction and repair, in a state- 
ment to the house naval affairs com- 
mittee made public today. 
Admiral Watt favored a contract 
for use by the navy of private dry 
docks at Hunter's Point, San Francis- 
co, where if the proposed contract is 
executed a new basin will be built 
capable .of docking the largest vessel 
that could be passed through 
the 
Panama canal locks. Construction of 
this dock could be completed within 
twenty-four months. Admiral Watt 
urged that this action was imperative. 
Canal a Factor. 
"With the opening of the Panama 
canal," Admiral Watt explained, "It is 
probable that our principal fleet will 
lave periods of duty on the west coast. 
This provision would permit the dock- 
ing of the largest ships at Hunter's 
Point instead of sending them to Se- 
attle, 900 miles further north. 
We 
cannot get the battleships to the Mare 
sland navy yard, and even though the 
channel were deep enough to send 
:hem to the yards the present docks 
;here would not take ten of the last 
vessels of the -fleet. The battleships 
contemplated to be* sent to the Pacific 
coast will draw 27 to 30 feet. They 
can get a ship drawing 24 feet up to 
Mare Island at low water, though 
dredging is being,done with a view to 
deepening it to secure 30 feet." 
The admiral also told the committee 
:hat there were not enough dry docks 
'or practical purposes on the Atlantic 
coast. "It would be unwise," he added, 
'to start the construction of any large 
dock that would not take any vessel 
hat could pass through the Panama 
jjanal locks. The canal locks do not 
fix.;the ultimate limit of the size of 
ships, but it is the limit for a long 
time to come, and the limit of trans- 
portation from one ocean to another." 
Ready to Act. 
Panama, Jan. 21.—The Panama ca- 
nal, has reached such a condition of 
completion that a large ocean steamer 
could now pass through, according to 
statement today by Col. George W. 
oethals.

STATE SEALERS MAKE 


MORE TESTS IN 1913 


Many Additional Commodities Are Re- 
Weghed, During Pait Year— 


Marked 'Success Shown. 
•Madison, Wis., Jan. 21.—Statistics 
compiled in the office of the state de- 
partment of weights and measures for 
the year 1913 show a larger amount 
of work done than in the previous 
year. .In 1912 there were made 177r 
307 tests of weighing and measuring 
appliances 'by the city and state de- 
partments, as against 187,945 for. 1913 
Of the latter number, 125,399 were 
made byrcity departments and 62,536 
by the state departme'nt. 
In addition to: the work'of'testing 
and sealing or condemning, the state 
and city sealers afe required to make 
what are-known as try-out inspections 
in which packages of meat, groceries, 
loads of coal and other commodities 
are re-weighed. In the cities of Wis- 
consin 27,930 • of such try-onts were 
made in 1913 as against 26,780 for

celery with; steaks and roasts. 


Fricasseed chicken with rice is a 


tiinfrhonored dish, and young onions 
go well also with chicken and pork, 
'•when roasted. 


Peas with lamb, asparagus with mut- 


ton, and even with beef it is not to be 
overlooked. 


Without having a practical knowl- 


edge of the composition of food sub- 
stances, we will ail by some instinct 
combine foods, aa far example, who 
thinks of corn beef without cabbage, 
or roast pork without apple sauce. 


The vegetable acids are required to 


neutralize the-natural oils. For these 
and other reasons we like mint sauce 
with lamb,
